Third—The admission of all States 
recognized in the community of na- 
tions. 

Fourth—The admission of small States, 
whose boundaries are not defined;“ih a 
consultative capacity without a vote,

Aoperators and the striking miners in

500 picked men from. the Nineteenth 


United States Infantry, commanded by 
Colonel Herman Hall, marched into this 
little town, which is the industrial clear- 
ing house of the coal fields and the fight- 


striking miners, took possession of: the 
County Court House and the Town Hail 
and established what Colonel Hall 
characterizes as. ‘‘ military control” as 
distinguished from. martial law. 

The bitter industrial conflict here, at 
various stages marked by bloodshed and 
murder, and bordering at times on a 
state of insurrection, has been in prog-

was not formally declared until July 1. 
The. miners away back in March began 
to organize. The operators declared that 
they would have nothing to do with the 
unfon° and began to discharge such of 
their workers as had joined the locals;

‘A’ week. without bloodshed) @lmost 
without violence, has done a great deal 
toward restoring the equilibrium “of 
netvés which have been’ on edge. all 
through -Spring and Summer while the 
contending forces in the miners’ war 
have been carrying on guerrilla warfare 
on the wooded ‘hills that surround and 
almost crowd this little town on all 
sides. The péople here are for the most 
part peaceful and law abiding. There 
is nothing they would like better than 
to be permitted to pursue the peaceful 
tenor of their Small town way, and they 
bitterly resent the turbulencé in the 
adjacent hills which has brought the 
town with the surrounding country into 
evil repute. 

But during all that period there has 
scarcely been a day when firing~-in the 
hills did not harass. their ears, scarcely a 
week without its story of Embusceades 
and killings with now and then a flare- 
up followed by miurder on a wholesale 
scale. 

In those months there have been somé 
twenty murders in Mingo County. Wane 
H. Bronson, the Prosécuting Attorney, 
places the number of homicides directly 
traceable to the industrial war that is 
going on ‘here at sixteen. .

FIGHT MOONSHINERS 
IN KENTUCKY HILLS 


Federal Agents- Capture Nine 
and Are Reported to Have 
Killed Others, 


FIRE 1,000 SHOTS IN BATTLE 


Many Are in Flight, With Of- 
ficers Pursuing—Five Stills 
i Are Destroyed.’

LOUISVINLE,, Deo. 4.—In @ desperate 
battle, stitt iy progress, between tour- 
teen prohibition agents and fifty organ- 
ized moonshiners, more than 1,000 shots 
were fired today, nine moonshiners sur- 
rendered, several’ were wounded and 
others are reported. killed in a moun-' 
tain wilderness on the Kentucky-Ten+ 
border. 





Originating in a running fight when 
the officers, after a day’s ride on horse- 
back to the isolated section, were fired 
on as they started up the mountain side, 
the shooting reached the proportions of 
a battle as the dry agents, pushing on 
up the slope under a rain of bullets; 
drove the moonshiners. back into. the 
heavy brush and ravines. 


erected for such an emergenéy, the 
mountaineets poured forth & hail of bul- 
lets, which. were returned by - the offi- 
cers, who flattened against 
thé. ground behind trees and rocks. Each 
side sought to dislodge-the other. For 
hours the mountanis reverberated to the 
firing. 

Late. this afternoon the. officers closed 
in more rapidly and before - nightfall 
had surroundéd the mountain © men. 
Many escapea through. the gaps in. the 
officers’ line, but nine were trapped. 
They hoisted a white flag on one of 
the. guns and a few minutes later had 
surrendered quietly to the forces of the 
law. 

In the meantime those who. liad broken 


further back in the mountains and at 
nightfall sporadic .shots were splutter- 
ing harmlessly through the trees and 
underbrush. . After darkness set ih the 
firing continued and the battle is. likely 
to be renewed with vigor tomorrow 
morning. There were no. casualties 
among the prohibition officers. 

The raid is being led by Steve Cor- 
nett, veteran hunter+of moonshiners, 
who during his thirty years of ‘service 
has participated in hundreds of raids; 

The battle was staged in the district 
known as ‘“South America,’ a deso- 
late, inaccessible, mountainous region 
of Bell and Whitley Counties, near the 
Tennessee border, twenty miles from a 
railroad. For two years the ‘moon- 
shiners there had been undisturbed and 
their operations had become bold. A 
regular organization had been formed 
and the business was: conduct¢d on @ 
wholesale, systematic basis. Lookouts 
and spies were maintairied. 

At the last term of the Federal.court 
in London, Ky., it was decided by Fed- 
eral authorities ‘that an expedition 
should be sent against the moonshiners 
in this region, and the raid today was 
the result of this decision. The men 
picked to take part are among the most 
fearless raiders in thé service, 

They went yesterday to Holden, ‘Tenn., 
the nearest railroad station where they 
started on a twety-mile trip to the ren- 
dezvous of the moonshiners and began 
to ascerid the mountain before dawn. 

The raid is unprecedented in Kentucky 
history. :

5 POWERS AT ODDS 
ON GERMAN CABLES 


Conference at Washington Is 
Reported as Far‘From Agree- 
ment as at First Session. 


EUROPEANS SEEK MONOPOLY 


This Country Insists on Its Pre- 
tions on Commerce and News. 


Special to The New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—Doubt is ex- 
pressed here whether the international 
communications conference which has 
been in session, several weeks will be 
able to agree upon a plan of distribut- 
ing the former German cables. All. of 
the. téchnical delegates have completed 
thelr work and gone away. The heads 
of thé. .delegations are said to be no 
nearer an agreement than when the 
conference began. 

It is declared that the chief difficulty 
is the conflict between France and this 
country over the. Germany cable which 
France cut and diverted ‘from Emden 
to Brest. The United States is under- 
stood to have taken the position that 
if France. insists. upon retaining this 
cable it cannot have en American land- 

Failure of the eahients ‘would mean 
that the American, British, Italian, 
French nd Japanese Governménts 
qwould have to devise a new means for 
settlement. of the disputes and con- 
flicting claims of these Governments 
over the assignment of the ‘former 
German. cables. 

The Treaty of Versailles placed . the 
ownership of the former German cables 
in the five great powers, and a unani- 
mous decision is required before: the 
cables can be distributed, and. the final 
Fowhership of nore: can he detefmined 
until an agreement-is reached respecting 
the distribution of: all. 

This, therefore, makes’ impossible the 
final determination’ tiow of the” line 
which England controls, having. been 
diverted from both American ard-Ger- 
man shores to Wngland and Canada 





early in the war. It,also makes impos- 
sible the assignment:of the Azores cable 
to Italy, that country. having ‘@eclared 
the. unlikélihood of its ‘participating | in 
ahy manner in the distribution of’ the 
cables unless the Azores line mints be 
awarded to it. 

The conference has also failed to NEED 
an agreement on the principle proposed 
by the United States respecting the right 
of all nations to land cables on islands, 
irrespective of ownership, that are on 
account of their position natural land- 
ing places for cables, this principle af- 
fecting chiefly at the moment the Island 
of Yap, which, if Japan accepts the 
mandate for it, would admit the United 
States to equal cable facilities there as 
Japan would possess. It is indicated 
that. Japan’s decision on this: principle 
will be affected by the decision of the 
British Government concerning the same 
principle, as the Australian and. New 
Zealand Governments are adopting a 
policy with respect to the former Ger- 
man islands in the Pacific south of the 
equator that is held by the Japanese to 
be at variance with the principle as 
enunciated by the United States. 

It'is possible that each of the delega- 
tions, if-an agreément is not reached 
next week, will make a statement ex- 
plaining the causes. of such a. failure. 

The position of the American delega- 
tion, from the beginning of the con- 
ference, wher announcements were made 
as to the purposes of the conference, 
has been that this country asks nothing 
that is selfish and demands only that 
it shall not have inferior cable facilities 
to those it enjoyed before the war. The 
European countries especially appear to 
d@esiré as much of a cable. monopoly on 
the Atlantic as is possible, and to con- 
tinue to make the United States de- 
pendent upon their control of the cables 
for its rapid: communications with 
Europe, which in peace time might. in- 
juriously affect American. commercé, re- 
strict the sending-to the United States 
of impartial news and in war time make 
it difficult. for Amefica to obtain inteili- 
Aa wep any that might not suit

the ship. Vessels of all nationalities 
were dressed from stem to stern in flags 
and dipped their ensigns and kept up a 
din of whistles as- the Pastores pro- 
ceeded to her dock at Newport News.

CONSUMERS’ STRIKE 
HOLDS UP BUSINESS 


No Hope of Early Relief From 
Business Depression Seen by 
Federal Reserve Board. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—No hope of 
early relief from business depression is 
held out in the monthly statement of 
the Federal Reserve Board, made public 
tonight. Depression exists in mést com- 
munities, the statement said, and one 
of the basic causes, so far as the Board 
could determine, was a ‘‘ consumers’ 
strike ’’—an evident public determination 
“*to wait for prices to come down.” 
-Manufacturing activities continued to 
fall off during November, the Board 
said. A wave of ‘ reduction sales "’ by 
rétailers has not, it added, resulted in 
incréased buying which would Cause a 
resumption of production in mahy lines. 
A ‘*eorresponding decline in the buying 
Power’”’ reflected in the decreased 
volume of trade of all kinds also was 
noted. 

“It ts impossible,’’ the Board con- 
tinued, ‘‘to estimate the .extent to 
which the completion of the readjust- 
Ment process may involve further slack- 
ening of employment and the increase 
of commercial embarrassment. ‘The fa- 
vorable elements in the immeédiate situa- 
tion are the improvement of transporta- 


tion and easing of credit conditions.” 
The board said there was a tendency 
by some retail merchants to att t to 
realize on’ stocks at the particular day’s 
prices, but that reports from the various 
reserve districts indicated that there 
was also a counter sentiment among 
merchants to make their profit regard- 
less of the current whole e prices.

« INDIVIDUAL BENEFACTION. 
When the Rockefeller. fortune was in 
the. making the methods employed aroused 
public ‘resentment,’ and some years ago 
they were subjected to legal action. 
The result was a clarification of the pub- 
lic mind. Now that the fortune is being 
devoted to benefaction on a gigantic scale, 
the question is raised whether it is right 
that one man should: widld so' great a 
power, even in philanthropy. The total 

benefactions of Mr. ROCKEFELLER are 
reckoned at $475,000,000, which is by far 
the largest sum which has ever been 
thus disposed of in the history of the 
world. The second largest is that of 

ANDREW CARNEGIE; namely, $350,000;000. 
The question is easier asked than an- 

swered,.and it will doubtless present 
itself in varying forms for decades to 
come. For the present, the most one can 
do is to face the actual situation with 
all possible candor. 

Granting full weight to the unexam- 
pled material resources of America, there 
is reason to believe that the magnitude 
of private benefactions in this countryhas 
a. primarily moral foundation. It is not 
merely that our forefathers renounced the 
titles of hereditary aristocracy and no- 
bility which in Europe tended, and still 
tend, toward the concentration of private 
wealth within the family. Social dis- 
tinctions of all sorts, including the dis- 
tinction of wealth, have little claim upon 
our deeper regard. Men who have the 
energy and the wisdom to accumulate 
large fortunes instinctively realize that 
in the long run the cult of society and 
fashion relaxes manly. vigor, and. that 
the selfish enjoyment of wealth corrupts 
it. The result is that, together with our 
national enterprise in the “ making” of 
money, we have a national idealism in 
the use of it which the world has been 
tardy in acknowledging, and as yet im- 
perfectly understands. Doubtless we are 
possessed of a full proportion of human 
avarice and greed, yet the fact remains 
that American captains of industry have 
an overflowing measure of the nobler 
delight in creative effort; and of this 
there is no better evidence.than that, 
when they jhave reaped the liberal re- 
wards of their labors, they find nothing 
so interesting as to disburse them in this 
other and more consciously altruistic 
jform of benefaction. 

Idealists of the opposing school will 
still insist that, whatever the motives

CREDIT AND PRICES. 

\Senator Owen, who considers himself 
the author of the Federal Reserve Bank 
act, thinks that he knows how- the Fed- 
eral’ Reserve system should be managed 
better than Governor HARDING. Also, the 
Senator is a mind reader and knows why 
the Federal Reserve banks raised the 
rate of discount. We learn that it was 
for the purpose of “ indiscriminate de- 
flation,” “destabilizing credits” and 
“ promoting industrial depression.” The 
New York banks are the accomplices of 
the Federal Reserve and even worse of- 
fenders against the Senator’s banking 
ideas. They raised their rates higher 
than the Federal Reserve’s, and forced 
liquidation of securities instead of liqui- 
dation of loans. Therefore the+Senator 
prays the Federal Reserve to reduce its” 
diseount rate and to extend full accom:. 
modation to. legitimate commerce and in- 
dustry. That would put several billions 
of fresh credit at the command of who- 
ever was accommodated by the Federal 
Reserve: banks, and there are so many 
who think that they would’ be benefited 
by the Senator’s banking policy that it 
is worth while to consider both his facts 
and his theories. 

The fact is that there was no deflation 
of credit until the decline of prices was; 
well under way. There was a large sub- 
stitution of commercial credits for cred- 
its upon Government collateral, but the 
total of Federal Reserve credits and cur- 
rency was larger at the end of November 
than a. year ago, It is true that there 
.Was a reduction of some $1,400,000,000 
in New, York deposits, but the city defla- 
tion went into country inflation. New 
York stretched its credit to accommodate 
its interior correspondents. As they re- 
called their funds the New York banks 
borrowed within the Federal Reserve 
system to lend elsewhere, chiefly to the 
Western farmers and Southern planters, 
who refused to repay their obligations 
to their neighborhood banks, and forced 
them to become borrowers themselves or 
to liquidate their affairs while the farm- 
ers and planters held their erdps for 
higher pricés. They still want more 
credit, and the more that might be given 
them the more they would want, unless 
the market rose to suit them, They think 
they want credit. They really want prof- 
its. -They think they would get.them in 
the Senator’s way, just as, in the ’90s 
they thought they would get them in 
BRYAN’S way. Now, as then, they want 
help from the banks or the Treasury or 
Congress.. They rely. upon anybody ex- 
cept themselves, and think there is:a con- 
spiracy against them.

The campaign for recognition of the 
Bolshevist Government is going on vigor- 
ously all over the world, and ,has, of 
course, gained strength from the collapse 
of all the Russian armies opposed to the 
Reds. Russia is at peacé for the’ mo- 
ment, and the friends, admirers of 
would-be creditors of the Bolsheviki are. 
doing all they can to get the rest of the 
world to call bygones bygones. Their 
favorite complaint is that «politics and 
business afte being confused, that it is 
stupid not to trade with a people because 
you disapprove of its Government. 

It is an old argument, and one which 
has again and again been refuted by the 
declarations:.of ‘the Bolshevist leaders 
themselves. Yet it’is still repeated, so 
it may be. worth’ while to repeat the 
refutation. The rest, of the world is 





not because it disapproves of their Gov- 
ernment, but because they disapprove of 
its Governments.. They disapprove of 
those Governments so violently that 
their creed permits, in theory, no com- 
promise. The Bolsheviki have occasion- 
ally, when it suited their need, promised 
that they would make) no efforts ta, 
foment revolution in the States: which 
might have ‘dealings with them; but in 
making that promise they are denyitig 
their own religion. There’ has been no 
evidence that. they would keep those 
promises if it suited their convenience to 
break them. Today the Bolshevist Gov- 
ernment is talking peace and trade; but 
Mr. ZinoviefF of the Third International, 
that Government’s agency for making 
trouble abfoad, is telling Socialists of 
other countries that “ we need real reyo- 
lutionary fighters, not diplomats.” 

Trade implies certain standards of 
dealing. Thousands of years of com- 
merce have created certain traditions 
and understandings as to what is done 
and what is not done. It is bad form to 
accept payment in stolen money, for ex- 
ample; and that is not a mere arbitrary 
moral judgment; it rests on the fact that 
long experience has proved that it does 
not pay to accept payment in stolen 
money. But much of what the Bolshe- 
viki have to offer is precisely that. 
Their right to the gold of the Russian 
Government may ultimately be conceded 
if their’ Government is recognized;: but 
the gold belonging to Rumania must be 
regarded as stolen by any legal standard. 








the security for the Russian debt, held 
chiefly in France; and until the Bolshe- 
viki acknowledge that debt a’ business 
man who sells them goods on credit is 
taking some chances. 

There is in Russia, of course, much 
besides gold that can be used—eventually 
—in payment for foreign goods. Very 
little of it can be used now. Much of 
the natural wealth of the country has 
been seized by the Bolshevist Govern- 
ment. The former owners are not com- 
pensated. An article in The Weekly 
Review repoxts that. some British banks 
have refused to honor checks ofecertain 
Russian companies on their balances in’

But there are excellent reasons 
against trading with Russia in the com- 
mercial practice of those leaders as well 
asin ‘their determination to make the 
politics of every nation like their own.

VON. SCHEER’S REPORT. 

Admiral von ScHerr’s “report” on 
‘the Battle of Jutland, now published, 
would be more impressive if it. had not 
been “in the form of a letter to the 
Kaiser,” Entire candor is not to be ex- 
pected in ‘such a document. It is sig- 
nificant that the Admiral. advised his 
sovereign that ne surface sea battle 
could enforce. peace and urged réléentléss 
submarine warfare. From the profes- 
sional point of view of the Admiral him- 
self, Jutland was not a reverse nor a re- 
proach to the British. In the Berliner 
Tageblatt of Nov 18 Captain PERSIUS, 
an eminent naval ‘critic, admitted that 
“our fleet’s losses were severe.” Ad- 
miral von ScHEER, in his “ report,” puts, 
his own losses at 60,000 tons, and ‘esti- 
mates the British lesses at 169,000 tons.

The German Commander-in-Chief and 
Admiral BEATTY seem to be at odds about 
the credit of forcing the action off Jut- 
land. BEATTY was greatly daring in 
making for the German line with his 
battle cruisers when he knew: that JsL- 
LICOE’s fleet was not in the.vicinity, and 
perhaps was not within call in an emery 
gency. It was indisputably Beatty's in-~ 
tention to draw the High Sea Fleet into 
a general action if JELLICOE would come 
up to his support. But, according to VON 
ScHeEeEr, it was he who, by fofcing the 
fighting, gave JELLICOE an opportunity 
to make a flank attack. The German Ad- 
miral contends that JELLICOE, with a 
great tactical advantage in position dur- 
ing the battle (his ships in a wide semi- 
circular formation and the Germaxs in 
a@ line pointing at the centre of the Brit-' 
ish enveloping movement), lost the op- 
portunity by overcautioi to make an 
attack which would infallibly have ‘de- 
stroyed the enemy. To de¢eive the Brit- 
ish and save himself, von ScuueR struck 
with his destroyers, and, in the confu- 
sion in which the British were thrown, 
drew off his fleet, but did not retreat to 
avoid further battle that ‘night or the 
following . morning.

An amazing corroboration of. the help. 
lessness of the Western Powers is found 
in reports from London and Parisre- 
flecting utterances in responsible quar- 
ters concerning future allied policy as 
now being shaped on the basis of events 
growing out of the recent elections in 
Greece.

There are four theatres on the Bowery

opposite Spring Street, has been a play- 
house since 1858. The oldest of the 
Italian theatres, Acierno’s Thalia Thea- 
tre, south of Canal Street, dates back to 
1826.” It is on the site of the old Bull 
Head’s Tavern, and what is mow the 
stage of the theatre was a cattle yard. 
It has been a playhouse for nearly a 
century; first, an Saptish-peeking 
threatre (the Old Bowery).

JOHN BURROUGHS: BOY AND 
MAN. By Olara Barrus, M. D.

MEN,” John Burroughs 

has written, “‘ are about 

the best lovers of nature, 

after ali; at least of na- 

ture in. her milder and more familiar 
forms. The feminine character, the 
feminine perceptions, intuitions, 
delicacy, sympathy, quickness, &c., 
are more responsive to natural forms 
and influences than is the masculine 
mind.” So it is fitting that a biogra- 
phy of the beloved naturalist should 
be the work of a woman. Ciara 
Barrus, M. D., the author of ‘* John 
Burroughs: Boy and Man,” had al- 
ready published ‘‘ Our Friend, John 
Burroughs,” a book to which the 
subject had contributed autobio- 
graphical The d vol- 
ume, the onegnow before us, \was at 
first intended for juvenile readers: 
in fact, to be a boys’ book; ‘‘ but,” 
says Dr. Barrus in her preface, “ as 


eres 








the work neared completion § it 
seemed advisable to arrange it with a 
view to interesting grown-up boys 
and girls as well.” Adults need not 
fear that the book is unworthy of 
their attention because it was orig- 


inally planned for young readers. It 
is an intimate sketch of the bird 
naturalist expanded and is addressed 
to all understandings. To write of 
John Burroughs except in simple 
terms would be in poor taste, for he 
has always lived the simple life and 
he has written about nature in Eng-. 
lish as pure and limpid as Scripture. 
. Dr. Barrus qualifies as biographer 
as perhaps none of the men friends 
of John Burroughs could, because, as 
she says, ‘‘ during the Midsummer 
and Fall for many years past I have 
wandered. with him over the fields 
and hills and through the woods 
where he roamed as a boy. In these 
rambles he has pointed out the places 
where the narrated events occurred. 
He has explained in detail the curious 
and interenting ways and means of 
long ago—old-time ways which will 


Pher. She seems to possess the cre- 
dentials. i 
At 83 John Burroughs is still young 
in heart and still physically active. 
That explains why with young people 
he is the most popular of old men; 
they are interested in the creatures 
of wood and field, which are their 
delight and ‘which he continues to 
write about. Mr. Burroughs would 
sooner roam the forest in the com- 
pany of a Boy Scout than discuss 
profound matters with sages and 
philosophers, ‘* He still enjoys,’’ we 
are told, ‘' his farm-boy pastimes 
with: some others that his boyhood 
never knew. He goes trout fishing 
every June, every Summer hunts 
birds’ nests, climbs trees and picks 
cherries; he shoots the woodchucks 
that pilfer in his garden, and hoes 
among his peas and beans. In the 
Fall he gathers. apples from the same 
trees where he gathered them as a 


boy.” 
“The ancestry of the naturalist is 


traced back ‘to the latter part of the 
seventeenth century, when a family 
named Burroughs came from the 
West Indies to settle in Connecticut 
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Sketching John Burroughs 


and Massachusetts. The first of the 
name who acquired some fame was 
Stephen Burroughs, born in Con- 
necticut in 1729, who was a ship- 
builder, surveyor and astronomer. 
He is said to have been the inventor 
of a system of money adopted by 
Congress in 1790. Ephraim, a 
brother of Stephen, was the great- 
grandfather of John Burroughs. At 
the close of the Revolutionary War 
Ephraim migrated from Connecticut 
to Stamford in-the Catskills. To 
quote from this biography: ‘' Now, 
as the Bible records would say. 
Ephraim begat Evan, and Evan be- 
gat Chauncey, and Chauncey begat 
John.*’ The naturalist comes from 
a long line of farmer folk. His 
mother, born Amy Kelly, was ‘a 
plain, uniettered woman.'" The 
father in his youth had been a 
school teacher. He was ‘‘a sturdy 
with red hair and a ruddy. 
freckled face, unselfconscious and 
unsophisticated.'' There were ten 
children by the marriage, and the 
future naturalist was well down the 
list. Rough and hard as the life of 
a farm boy was in those days, John 
was a dreamer and a lover of nature 
while still a child. This is rather 
singular, for the farm folk, as a rule, 


. Care little about birds and flowers 


and are usually indifferent to sce- 
nery. At the east end of the Bur- 
roughs farm in Roxbury, N. Y., 
there is a big rock in a slop- 
ing pasture. The rock is sheltered 
by an ironwood tree and a short dis- 
tance away is a never-failing spring. 
** Here,’’ says the now famous nat- 
uralist, ripe in years and with troops 
of friends, ‘‘ I climbed at sundown 
when a boy, to rest from work and 
play and te listen to the vesper 
sparrow sing, and here I hope to 
rest when my work and play are 
over—when the sun goes.down—here 
by my boyhood rock.*’ 

Dr. Barrus in her pictures of coun- 
try life when John Burroughs was a 


boy is particularly happy. The 


scenes pass before one as in a mov- 
ing picture. At 17 he hegan to teach 
school at Tangore,an obscure hamiet 
in Ulster County at the foot of Olive 
Mountain. The pay was meagre, 
and in ‘‘.boarding round’’’ the young 
teacher with difficulty kept body and 
soul together. ‘‘ There was pie for 
supper, pie for breakfast and pie for 
his dinner pail,’’ a diet that laid the 
foundations of an indigestion that 
endures to this day.. John Bur- 
roughs taught school for eight years, 
until 1862. In 1857, when & little 
past 20, he married Ursula North, 
“*a handsome, dark-eyed niece "’ of 





one of the trustees of the Tangore 


School. She is described as ‘* an 
energetic, thrifty and forceful young 
woman of simple tastes and country 
breeding.’’ It was while Burroughs 
was teaching school at Buttermilk 
Falis (now Highland Falls), near 
Weat Point, that in the library at the 


Military Academy he chanced upon 
a copy of Audubon’s ‘‘ Birds,*’ with 
its brilliant illustrations in color. It 


was a great event in his life, for it 





made him a naturalist. He hegan to 





the Government, leaving his wife at 
the Roxbury farm. The day was to 
come when he drove down Pennsy!l- 
vania Avenue by the side of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt on their way to a 
glorious outing in Yellowstone Park. 
But the early days at Washington 
were black for the young husband. 
His first job was at Geesboro Point, 
where, as a Jaborer in the Quarter. 
master General's Department, he 
superintended the burial of some

by the Duttons.

review to go deeply into this docu- 
mentary mass. Far more to its pur- 
pose and far more interesting to the 
general reader, the American reader 
especially, are the documents ad- 
duced relating to President Wilson's 
attitude before the entry of the 
United States-in the war, the waging 





the constantly dwindling .reserves of 
the Central Powers, yet it still 
seems to him that victory should 
have crowned his efforts. Even the 
entry of America into the conflict 
seems to him something that might 
have been offset, had the German 
Chancellor and .the rest ef the 
guiding spirits in Berlin been willing 
to submit themselves with  docility 
to the commands of the guiding 
brain at the front. 

Machine guns in enormous num- 
bers might have filled the gaps 
caused by Germany's dwindling 
man power, he insistently informed 
the Berlin Government; he harped 
incessantly on his belief that the full 
power of the German people was not 
being utilized for the benefit of the 
front.

of unscrupulous U-boat warfare by - 


Germany and the German estimate 
of the numbers and capabilities as 
fighters of the American troops in 
France. 

In his first volume Ludendorff 
could find no words too hard for the 
German Government, to which he 
attributed the loss of the. war by 
Germany. In this, his second. vol- 
_ume, he produces numerous docu- 
ments showing how, he urgéd drastic 
measures on the Government, with- 
out which he and Marshal Hinden- 
burg deemed victory doubtful or im- 
possible, only to have his opinions 
ignored or combated and his writings 
pigeonholed. Appended to these 


documents are pungent foot-notes by, 


the disgruntled German leader, in 
which once more he airs his uncom- 
Plimentary views. of the civilian 
chiefs of embattled Germany. 

Many of the documents making up 
Ludendorff’'s second volyne are 
signed by Marshal von Hindenburg, 
but they may be taken as equivalent 
to products of Laudendorff’s pen, 
since it has been abundantly shown 
before this that the two worked to- 
gether in a harmony unprecedented 
in military history. Let it suffice to 
recall Ludendorff’s naive remark in 
his first volume to the effect that he 
invariably submitted all his plans to 
Hindenburg and Hindenburg in- 
variably approved them, to show the 
relationship of the two men. 
Nothing since the armistice, noth- 
ing since the documents making up 
his second volume were penned, at 
the height of the fighting, has 
budged Ludendorff from the belief 
that he could have won the war for 
Germany if the German Government 
“and people had acted as he de- 
manded. He speaks of the inex- 


haustible reserves of the Allies, of | he ddu a t 





materialistic warfare. To him the 
function of civilian officials of a 
Government is to obey the military; 
the idea that their views on the gov- 
erning of a nation in war should be 
allowed to prevail over those of 
purely military men seems utterly 
preposterous. To him the only dif- 
ference ‘between the German Chan- 
cellér ‘and a Prussian officer is that, 
the former wears no uniform—both, 
to his way of thinking, are equally 
subordinate to the Commander in 
Chief of the army; objection to the 
carrying out of a military command 
is as unthinkable in one as in the 
other. - 

** May these documents fill the 
German people, as my ‘ War Memo- 
ries’ have done, with new national 
will power and open its eyes to the 
reality of things,’’ he says in the in- 
troduction of the new book. 
Ludendorff confesses that he called 
for rage U-boat warfare, but

show. that Chancellor von Beth- 
manp Hollweg kept him in the dark 
as to the discussions between Presi- 
dent Wilson and von Bernstorff, the 
German Minister at Washington; 
just before America’s entry into the 
war, regarding the possibility of a 
renewed. endeavor by Wilson to bring 
about peace between the warring 
nations of Europe. The Chancellor, 
Ludendorrf said, sought his views on 
the question of unleashing the U- 
boats, and both he and von Hinden- 
burg urged that they be used as ef- 
fectively as possible, without consid- 
erations and restrictions of any sort, 
since this was necessary to the win- 
ning of complete victory for Ger- 
many. Following this exchange of 
views, ruthless U-boat war began. 
But von Bernstorff, it appears, em- 
phatically disapproved of this deci- 
sion, not because he was against 


ruthiess submarine warfare, but be- 
cause he judged the decision prema- 
ture, since he had strong hopes that 
Wilson might be persuaded to make 
another attempt to end the war by 
offering his-services as a go-between 
in the interests of peace. 

Ludendorff, it must be said, was 
not one of those who belittled 
American military potentialities. He 
thought wail of them from the start. 
He was provided throughout Amer- 
ica’s participation in the war with 
Plenty of accurate information con- 
cerning the numbers and capabilities 
of the. Americans ‘in France as well 
as of the huge armies being trained 
in America for eventual transporta- 
tion across the Atlantic.

When the German offen- 
sive of March, 1918, was launched, 
he savs, the total.American strength 
in France had not reached the fig- 
ure foreseen by the German Intel- 
ligence Department, being 370,000 
instead of 450,000. 

But after that there began to be 
underestimation on the German side. 

Ludendorff and the others failed to 
take into account the possibility that 
America would send over gréat num- 
bers of unequipped men, leaving 
their equipment to the allies in Eu- 
rope.. In this way contingents of 
troops far greater than the enemy 
had reckoned upon became available 
for throwing into the fighting line, 
the Germans having believed that 
the Americans would only send over 
fully equipped troops and that their 
equipment would materially lessen

HE artistic harvest of a World 
r War has hardly been what 
was prophesied. One new 
figure is Clare Sheridan. Her 
husband, Wilfred Sheridan, was 
killed within a few hours of the birth 
of their first son, Richard Brinsley 
Sheridan. There was only one left 
to watch the boy, but the poignant 
moments drove the widow into cre- 
ative art as a consolation. From 
modeling war types and war wrecks 
she began to acquire the power of 
instantaneous modeling. In two or 
three sittings she found she could! 
throw a sufficient likeness into the 
clay to justify a studied neglect of 
technique. After all, sitters prefer a 
good likeness to a good statue. 
From wartime busts Clare Sheri- 
dan passed to war-weary politicians. 
After scuiping the strength that lay 
in the features of Major Bishop, the 
Canadian V. C.,. and the bandaged 
face of an eyeless anonymous sol- 
dier in St. Dunstan's Home, she ob- 
tained the few necessary sittings to 
model Asquith and Churchill. The 
curious look of intellectual poise, yet 
puzziement at reality, in Asquith} 
face grew into her clay, and was 
found worthy to be transmuted into 
white marble and added to the busts. 
of Oxonian orators in the Union So- 
ciety at Oxford. It was ceremoni- 
ously dedicated by the Lord Chan- 
éellor to the pleasure and amuse- 
ment of the artist’s bohemian 
friends. 


He is shown in dreamy repose in 
which, thanks to a fine over-reach- 
ing dome, a certain philosophic calm 
became attached to the otherwise 
pigmy features.

Yet, even on Friday I was able to 
buy two cooks and three general 
houseworkers and deliver them to 
friends. Supply is beginning — to 
catch up with demand. 

A year ago I made the round of the 
agencies. Delia and Agnes took my 
telephone number, told me they’d 
consider me, and let me know. Now 
it’s I that am considering Kate and 
Jenny and Lily and Clara. I’ve 
taken their nearest neighbor’s tele- 
phone number and am going to let 
them know. True, neither Kate nor 
Jenny nor Lily nor Clara may be one 
whit more competent than Delia and 
Agnes. They aren’t offering to work 
for less than the $65 or $75 a month 
wage that was established last year. 
But at least they want the job. 

The New York cook market indeed 
seems to have just about reached 
that exciting moment that came to 
the ready-made clothes market éight 
months ago, when the prices were 
still held high, but the buying public 
also was holding out. Then people 
were simply not buying because they 
were convinced that prices would 
have to come dgwn —they came. 

Now the cooks aren’t yet ready to 
be employed on your terms. But, 
oh, how they want to be employed 
on their own! 

In the,cook market today an agent 
will say to you: “* I'll tell you what, 
if you can’t afford to pay $65 just let 
me file your order. 1 may be able to 
“get you one for $40 by another 
month. J have. two orders filed for 
$25 right now.’”’ 

** But will you be able to fill those 
orders? "’ : 

** Give me time. Give me time. 
Wait till the cold weather strikes 
town. I have competent girix that 
are asking $75, and have been get. 
ting $80 and $90, that have been sit- 
ting here day after day for a week 
with no one employing them. A year 
ago and they’d have been gobb‘ed 
up.** 

For the New York housekeepers, it 
would secm. are on strike. They 





by the economic laws of supply and 
demand. And, in fact, the house- 
wives are wrong in detail. The flood 
of immigration is not at present 
washing fn cooks. Yet they are right 
in the main, for the closing of fac- 
tories is washing them out. 

Therefore children are again al- 
lowed in our homes. I know because 
I carefully explained that I had two 
of them. 

At which, ‘‘ Oh, thank de Lord! "’ 
breathed the resp king ne- 
gro woman who had stopped me on 
the street just outside the door of 
another agency. ‘‘ Honey,’’ she said, 
*“*I - jes’ naterly can’t stand no 
house without its got chillen runnin’ 
‘round yellin’, ‘ Aunty, ain’t them 
cookies done?’ Sure, I been cookin’ 
cookies "fore you born. Yes’m, I'll 
work for $12 a week. It ain’t what 
I been gittin’, but I wants a good 
home for Winter.”’ 

Therefore, already it seems that in 
scattered spots the sales have begun 
—particulariy among the ‘* color.’’ 
For north of Mason and Dixon’s line 
the negro women have been the first 
to jose their high-priced places. 

The restaurants and the elevators 
and the laundries can get white giris 
now. According to the agents and 
according to individual employers 
picked at random to consult, the 
negro women didn’t make good 
when they had their chance at the 
white girls’ jobs. And employers, 
who have known the negro servants 
for the first time at their very worst 
period, in the first flush of high 
wages, seem only too glad to go back 
to the whites. 

‘“‘Four times as many colored 
women and ten times as many col- 
ored men come in looking for. places 
as came if this time last year."’ 
mutters the negro employment agent 
in puzzied tones. Now, if I can use 
a married couple, he assures me, he 
can get them for me at a great bar-

As 
‘* Business English is a useful art 
rather than a fine art,’’ the princi- 
ples of governing it are somewhat 
different from those governing other 
branches of composition. ‘ Busi-. 
ness English is typically conversa- 
tional—in many cases colloquial.’’ 
The difference between Business 
English and literary composition is 
defined as being largely a difference 
in point of view, because ‘‘.in liter- 
ary composition the writer is con- 
cerned with expressing his own ideas 
and feelings in a way that will enter- 
tain and inform,’ whereas in Busi- 
ness English “* he is concerned with 
the ideas and feelings he can evoke 
in the reader."

Truly original dog fanciers, when 
they cook dog they do it in very 
much the same style that a civilized 
chef handles a turkey or a chicken; 
stuffs him with rice and bakes him. 
The leaner the dog, the more rice 
can be stuffed into him, and it is the 
rice, flavored with dog meat, that 
the Igorrote is after. Henc2, lean, 
lanky dogs sell above par. The 
American visitors have not yet fallen, 
for this dog diet, altbough Dean 
C. Worcester, one of the biggest 
men, mentally and physically, in 
Philippine public life, probably ate 
dog. At any rate, the head hunter 
are crazy about Dean and they 
aren't apt-to have a love feast for 
any one who frowns on dog meat. 
Every dog has his day and dog days 
never end in Baguio. 

What, you ask, does Baguio offer 
the American Summer visitor except 
dog meat and an escape from the 
heat?

Out of the calesa with your bag- 
gage at the torrid, dusty station of 
the Manila-Dugupan Railroad and 
into a coach that would make a ‘‘ 40 
hommes-8 chevaux "’ box car, so weil 
known in the A. E. F., look like a 
palace on wheels by comparison. 
Speed, be it remarked, is nothing in 
the life of a Philippine railroad and 
your little trip of less than 100 miles 
wil probably consume five, six or 
seven hours, dependent largely upon 
whether the engineer and fireman 
have an engagement for a dog dinner 
er not.

If 
any definite conclusion can be ad- 
duced from the evidence of her story 
it would be that only the dreamer 
can be consistently great in action, 
a conclusion far removed from. the 
question of the possible success of 
marriages between persons of differ- 
ent social stations.

CES ‘of .albumin, high blood

* pressure and slight thickening of 
arteries are signals that su 
importance of taking preventive meas- 
ures against the organic diseases which 
are now so heavily on the increase and 
which are responsible for the increasing 
mortality in the- United States at 
middle life and later.

but, strictly speaking, is not normal at 
any age. The examinations of the 
Institute show that in a remarkably 
large percentage of cases thickening of 
the arteries is present in very young 
people.

The blood pressure varies between 
rather wide limits among healthy 
people, depending on their nervous 
condition. A blood pressure that is 
persistently 15mm. above the normal 
average for the age, or shows a tendency 
to greatly increase under slight prov- 
ocation, should be kept under obser- 
vation, and the individdal’s mode of 
life so ordered with regard to diet, 
exercise, sleep, work, etc., that his cir- 
culation may be safeguarded and a 
normal poise attained and maintained. 

The answer to the question, “How 
shall I live in order to avoid these 
organic maladies?” is this:—Tem- 
’ perance all along the line—in eating, 
drinking, working, playing, and even 
in resting. It is possible to “rust out” 
on the one-hand, or to “wear out” on 
the other. 

But what is temperance for one 
man may be excess for another. Hence 
the most important step is to have a 
thorough physical examination at 
regular intervals—at least once a year 
—so that life may be regulated accord- 
jng to one’s physical equipment.

As the Secretary of thesociety says in 
his notification that the end has come, 
the Musical Art Society has been the 
model for similar; organizations in other 
cities; ‘‘ scores\"’ > Ae says. 
Among such may be mentioned those in 
Brooklyn, Boston, Cincinnati, Cleveland, 
Pittsburgh, Evanston, Ill., and as far 
West as Seattle. Their origin can be 
directly traced to the example of the 
Musieal. Art Society and consultation 
with Dr, Damrosch. Another direct re- 
sult. of the society’s work has been the 
publication of many compositions of the 
old Flemish and Italian masters. 

The: Musical Art Socjety has had -its 
influence on the. musical taste of a gen- 
eration of New York music lovers by its 
concerts—sixty since the first.one was 
given in Carnegie Hall on March 3, 1894. 

One of the original founders of the 
society—which in the beginning was un- 
der some suspicion of being”a fad of the 

ess rich—the daughter of a hardened 
old millionaire, who had in his life 
evinced little interest in music or other 
things of the spirit, induced him to go 
with her to one of the first concerts. 
‘When it was finisfied he turned to his 
‘daughter. and said: ‘‘My dear, I have 
never been so near Heaven before.'’ So 
far had Palestrina taken him; and, with 
the. regty, of. that glorious company of 
composers, doubtless took many more. 

The series of concerts, two each sea- 
gon, was continued to April 3, 1920, 


with an fhterruption of only one sea- 


gon, that of 1918-19, “om account of the 
wear. 

Im his introduction. to the program of 
the society’s first ‘concert, Dr. Frank 
Damrosch gave an explanation Of its 
purposes.

and ‘associate members,” had _ the 
privilege of attending the last rehearsal 
or several rehearsals before éach con- 
cert, and thus familiarizing themselves 
with music ef unaccustomed form and 
content heard for the first time. 

This Wan was no doubt copied from 
the arrangement made by the Philhar- 
monic Society in the old days—good old 
days, some consider them—when orches- 
tral concerts were not given every day 


for every hour in New York; when they 


were regarded as an ‘‘ event” of a sort, 
to be prepared for by meditation if not 
prayer, and by attendance at the last 
two or three rehearsals. ‘* Associate 
members’’ had that privilege, and, it 
was highly prized and much used. There 
weré many who held the privilege 
granted by the Musical Art Society in 
simjlar esteem. 

In view of*the fact that thé two an- 
nual concerts of the society came some- 
where near Christmas’ and either Good 
Friday or Haster, respectively, Dr. Dam- 
rosch from the beginning arranged his 
programs so that they should give some 
reflection of these two ods in. the 
ecclesiastical year. ‘Much of the music 
sung, both tical and popular, 
celebrates one oF the other of them, and 
both classes of music are, of course, 
especially rich in these directions. 

An analysis of the programs shows a 
very large repertory drawn from, the 
whole history of music; a repertory so 
large and varied as to constitute an 
education in itself for any who have fol- 
lowed the society’s concerts. Space is 
lacking to give a detailed enumeratién 
of this repertory, but some of its most 
significant features may be mentioned: 

In accordance with the director's dec- 
laration® of policy printed In the. first 
program, the foundation of the society's 


“work is to be seen in the music of the 


great ecclesiastical composers of the six- 
teenth and seventeenth centuries. Pales- 
trina,’ the greatest of the school, leads 
with more than a score of works, in- 
cluding the famous ‘‘ Missa Papae Mar- 
celli,"”) two settings of fhe ‘‘ Stabat 
Mater,”’ a ‘‘ Missa Brevis,’’ many motets 
and .hymns and at least one secular 
madrigal. _Orlando di Lasso, his con- 
temporary,. Victoria, Allegri, Anerio, 
Nanini, Gabrielli, Lotti, Leo, Jésquin de 
Prés, Arcadelt, Sweelinck are all repre- 
sented by several, sometimes by many, 
compositions, some of them frequently 
repeated. 

The great English school of sacred 
and secular choral works of the six- 
teenth and seventeenth centuries is less 


f | copiously represented: Orlando Gibbons, 


Morley, ‘Peerson, Tomkins, .Wilbye are 
the names that appear, -Of the old Ger- 
man school there are Calvisius, Eccard, 
Hasler, Leisring, . Praetorius, Schiitz, 
Aichinger; later Michael Haydn. 
Johann Sebastian Bach occupies a 
place of his own, with several of the 
motets, several cantatas, the ‘* Christ- 
mas Oratorio,” chorales, and nuimerous 
instrumental pieces. !

The shrill 
little pamphlets and papers issued 
from Moscow in his name, full of mis- 
conceptions of the labor psychdlogy of 
the West and obstinately defensive of 
the impossible proposition that it is 
the prophesied Marxist. social’ revolu- 
tion which has happened in Russia, } 
@isplay hardly anything of the real 


inspired shrewdness, but for the rest 
these publications do no more than re- 
hearse the set ideas and phrases. of 
@octrinaire Marxism. Perhaps that is 


language Communism understands; a 
break into a new dialect would be dis- 
tyrbing and demoralizing. Left Com- 
munism is the backbone of Russia to- 
day; unhappily it is a backbone with- 
eyt flexible joints—a backbone that} 
can be bent only with the utmost 
difficulty, and which must be bent by 
means of flattery and deference. 

- Lite ‘Im Mescow:. 

Moscow under the bright October 
sunshine, amid the fluttering yellow 
leaves, impressed us -~as being alto- 
gether more lax and animated than 
Petersburg. There is’ much ‘more 
movement of people, more trading, 
and a comparative plenty of droshkies.

The churches are. open, 
the kissing of ikons is a flourishing 
industry, and. beggars still woo casual 
charity at the doors. The celebrated 
miraculous. shrine of the Iberian Ma- 
donna outside the Redeemer Gate was 
particularly busy. There were: many 
peasant wonten, unable to get into the 
little chapel, kissing the stones outside. 

Fellow-Guest of W. D. Vanderlip. 

Just opposite to it, on a plaster panel 
on a house front, is that now cele- 
brated inscription put up by one of 
the early revolutionary, administrations 
in- Moscow: ‘‘ Religion.is the opium of 
the people.”.. The effect. this inscrip- 
tion’ produces -is .greatly: reduced by 
the fact that in Russia the people can- 
not read. 

About that inscription J had.a slight 
but amusing argument with Mr, Van- 
derlip, the American financier [Wash-, 
ington D. Vanderlip, of course; not 
the well-known banker], who was 
lodged in the same . guest house 
as ourselves. He wanted to have 
it effaced. I. was for \retaining it 
as being historically: interesting, -and 
because I think that religious tolera- 
tion. should extend to atheists: But 
Mr. Vanderlip felt too strongly to see 
the point of that. 

The Moscow Guest House, which we 
shared with. Mr. Vanderlip. and-‘an 
adventurous English artist who had: 
somehow got through to Moscow to 
execute busts of Lenin and Trotzky 
[Mrs. ‘Sheridan, whose entertaining 
diary has been pubdlished in’ Tur 
Times}, was a big, yichly furnished 
house'on the Sofiskaya Naberezhnaya 
(No. 17), directly. facing the great 
wall of the Kremlin and all the clus- 
tering domes and pinnacles of that im- 
perial inner city. 

“We felt-much less free and. more 
| secluded here than jin Petersburg. 
There were sentinels at the gates to 
protect us from casual visitors, where- 
asin Petersburg . all sorts of unauthor- 

ons could, and did, stray in, 

“talk tome. Mr. Vanderlip had been 
‘staying. here; I gathered, for some 
weeks, and pfoposéd to stay some 
weeks more, |He was without ora 
secretary, or interpreter. He did not 
discuss his business with me beyond 
telling me rather carefully once or 
twice that it was strictly financial and 
commercial and in no sense political. 
‘51 was told that he had brought cre- 
dentials from Senator Harding to 





wings; ‘the Bolshevist Government has 


Lenin, but I am temperamentally in- 





curious, and I mafie no attempt what- 
ever to verify this statement or to pry 
into Mr. ‘Vanderlip’s ‘affairs. I did not 
even ask how it. could be possible to 
conduct business or financial opera- 
tions in a Communist State. with any 
one but the Government, ‘nor how it 
was possible to deal with a Govern- 
ment upon strictly non-political lines. 
These were, I admitted, mysteries be- 
yond my understanding. But we ate, 
smoked, drank our coffee, and con- 
versed together-in an atmompbere of 
discretion. 

The arrangements leading up to my 
meeting with Lenin were tedious and 
irritating, but at last I found myself 
under way for the Kremlin in the 
company of Mr. Rothstein, formerly a 
figure in. London Communist circles, 
and an Ameérican comrade with a large 
camera, who was also, .I gathered, an 
official of the Russian Foreign Office. 

Lenin Well Guarded. 


The Kremlin, as I remembered it in 
1914, was a very open place, open 
much as Windsor Castle is, with a thin 
trickle of pilgrims. and tourists in 
groups and couples flowing through it. 
But now it is closed up and difficult 
of access. There was a great pother 
with passes and permits. before -we 
could get through even the outer 
gates. And we were filtered and in- 
spected through five or six rooms of 
clerks and sentinels before we got into 
the Presence. 

This may be necessary for the per- 
gonal security of. Lenin, but it puts 
him out of reach ot Russia,and, what 
is perhaps more serious, if there is to 
be an effectual dictatorship ft puts 
Russia out of his reach. If things 
must filter up to him, they must also 
filter down, and they may undefgo 
very considerable changes in the 
process. 

We got to Lenin at last, and found 
him a little figure at a great. desk in 
@ well-lit room that looked out upon 
palatial spaces. I thought his. desk 
waa ‘rather ta wis hat A dew.

persistently exposed platés. The talk, 
however, was too interesting for that | 
to be an annoyance. One forgot about | 
that clicking and shifting. about quite 
soon. 

I had come expecting to struggle 
with a doctrinaire Marxist. I found 
nothing of the sort: I had been told 
that Lenin lectured people; he cer- 
tainly did nothing of that sort on this 
occasion: Much has been made of his 
laugh in the descriptions, a laugh 
which is said to be pleasing at first 
and afterward to become cynical, 
This laugh was not in evidence. His 
forehead reminded me of some one 
else—I could not remember’ who it 
was—until *the other evening I. saw 
Arthur Balfour sitting and talking 
under a shaded light. It is exactly 
the same domed, slightly one-sided 
cranium. ‘ 

A Pieasant and Fluent Talker. 

Lenin ‘has a pleasant, quick-chang- 
ing, brownish face, with a lively smile 
and a habit (due, perhaps, to some 
defect in focusing) of screwing up one 
éye as-he -pauses-in his talk; he is not 
very like the photographs you see of 
him, because he is one of thosé people 
whose change of expression is more 
important than their features; he ges- 
ticulated a little with his hands over 
the heaped papers as he talked, and 
he talked quickly, very keen on his 
subject, without any posing or pre- 
tenses or reservations, as a good type 
of scientific man ‘will talk. 

Our talk was threaded throughout 
and held together by two—what shall 
I call them?—motifs. One was from 
me to him: ** What do you think you 
are making in Russia? What is the 
state you are trying to create?” The 
other was from him to me: ‘*‘ Why 
does not the social revolution begin in 
England? Why. do you not work for 
the’ social. revolution? Why are you 
not. destroying capitalism -and: estab-

And from that we got 
back to two again with: ‘* To make it 
a success the western world must join 
in.

In the days Before 1918 all.the Marx-

world were to unite, overthrow capi- 
talism; and be happy ever afterward. 
But in 1918 the Communists, to their 
own surprise, found themselves in 
control of Russia and challenged to 
produce their millennium.. They have 
a colorable. excuse for a delay in the 
production of a new and better social 
order in the continuation of war con- 
ditions, in the blockade, and so forth; 
nevertheless, it is.clear that they be- 
gin to realize the tremendous unpre- 
paredness which the Marxist: methods 
of thought involve. 

At.a hundred points—I have already 
put a finger upon one or twe of them 
—they do not know ~“hat to do. But 
the commonplace Communist simply 
loses his temper if you venture to 
doubt whether everything is being 
done in precisely the best and most in- 
telligent way under the new régime. 
He is like a ‘* tetchy ”’ housewife who 
wants you to .recognize that every- 
thing is in perfect order in the mid- 
dle of an evicti He is like one of 
those now-forgotten $uffragettes who 
used tO promise us an earthly. para- 
dise as soon as We escaped from the 
tyranny of ‘‘ man-made laws.”’ 

His View of Communism, 


Lenin, on the other ‘hand, whose 
frankness must at times leave his dis- 
ciples breathless, has recently stripped 
off the last pretense that the Russian 
revolution is‘anything more than the 
inauguration of an age of limitless ex- 
periment. ‘‘ Those who are damcnatl 
in the formidable task. of overcoming 
capitalism,’’ he has recently written, 
**must be prepared to try method 
after method until they find the one 
which answers their purpose best,’’ 

We opened our talk with a discussion 
of the future of the great towns under 
Communism. I wanted to see how far 
Lenin contemplated the dying out of 
the towns in Russia.. The desolation 
of Petersburg had brought home to me 
a point I had never realized before— 
that the whole form and arrangement 
of a town is..determined by shopping 
and marketing, “and that the abolition 
of these.things renders nine-tenths of 
the buildings in an ordinary town di- 
rectly or indirectly unmeaning and 
useless.. ‘‘ The towns will get very 
much -smaller,’’. he admitted.. ‘They 
will be different, yes, quite different.’’ 
That, I. suggested, implied a tremen- 
dous task. 

It meant the scrapping of the exist-

In reading it through, I was so much 
struck by two separate passages in it 
that I think them worthy to be de- 
tached from the body of the paper 
and set forth in juxtaposition. In the 
beginning of the article you say, “* To~- 
day the Bolshevist Government sits, I 
believe, in Moscow, ‘as securely es- 
tablished as any Government in Eu- 
rope. That . sentence tacitly af- 
firms the enduring stability of Bol- 
shevist rule. Later in the article you 
say, ‘If we help Baron Wrangel'to 
pull down the by no means firmly es- 
tablished Government in Moscow—’’ 
That sentence tacitly affirms the pre- 
carious instability of Bolshevist rule. 

Of course, you may juggle with both 
sentences until you prove that you 
didn’t mean to convey either one im- 
pression or the other. In the first 
sentence, it suited your general pur- 
pose to frighten us away from 
questioning the authority and perma- 
tience of Bolshevist rule. In the sec- 
ond sentence, it suited your general 
purpose to frighten us into acknowl- 
‘edging Bolshevist ‘rule, because to 
some extent it backs up your Inter- 
nationalist theories. You may plead 
that your inconsistencies are not likely 
to be noticed. by your disciples, who 
for the most part allow you to do their 
thinking for them. It is quite likely 
that you do not notice these inconsist- 
encies yourself. But if you will not 
think me annoyingly inquisitive, may 
I press you to tell us which of these 
two contradictory opinions about Bol- 
shevist rule you do réally. hold? 

I may remind you that you took 
what has been called with elastic ac- 
curacy a week-end trip to Russia, in 
order that you might learn all about 
the conditions of the country, and the 
aims and prospects of its present 
rulers. Very plainly the destiny of mil- 
lions in Europe depends upon whether 
or not Bolshevist government is se- 
curely established in Moscow... You 
are at liberty not to have an opinion 
upon this question of sovereign im- 
portance to all the world. You can 
frankly say, ‘‘I don’t know.’’ But, 
kindly disposed as I-am to allow you 
the widest and wildest latitude of un- 
supported and unverified assertion, in- 
dulgent as I am to human frailties, I 
really cannot permit you to hold two 
contradictory opinions upon the same 
matter of fact. That is asking too 
much of my good nature. Please tell 
us which opinion you do really hold. 
The least respect you can show to 
those whose thinking you are doing 
for them is to be coherently wrong. 

Having given this striking and char- 
acteristic example of the measure of 
your ability to think for other people, 
and of the value of your pronounce- 
ments, I might well be absolved from 
any further analysis either of the 
statements you make about Russian 
conditions, or of the conclusions you 
drawn from them. In this third paper 
there is again a wealth of confused 
and contradictory utterance and infer- 
ence. A less gentle mannéred man 
than myself would be tempted to a 
severe exposure and reproof of it.. But 
I wish to let you off easily, in the 
hope that my moderation will incline 
you to a judicious suppression of your 
more glaring deliquencies and illog- 
icalities. 

I must, however, glance at one or 
two or the many loose and provoca- 
tive passages which I had marked for 
dissection and refutation. In sketch- 
ing the condition of Russia in the 
closing months of 1917. you remark: 
‘* Through this fevered and confused 
country went representatives of Brit- 
ain and France, blind to the quality of 
fmmense and tragic disaster about 
them, intent only upon the war.’’ 

I. think it impossible that any rep- 
resentative of Britain or France at 
that terrible time could be blind to | 
‘the quality of immense’ and tragic 
disaster about them,’ not only in 
Russia, but thoroughout Europe. _ If 
they were blind how can you possibly 
know it? Have you questioned them 





about their impressions of the Russian 
situation at that time? What is.your 
authority for that statement? What 
Prompts you to make it, except your 
ineradicable antipathy to your own 
country and to France? It is prob- 
able in the highest degree that in the 
midst of the threatening and increas- 
ing anxieties of: the whole European 
situation in those months the’ repre- 
sentatives of Britain and France in 
Russia, instead of being blind, saw 
very clearly that the only way of 
avoiding a far more immense and 
tragic disaster for Russia was to be 
** intent on the war.’’ In that case’ 
their eyes and their intelligence were 
far more wide awake than yours. 

For again, I must remind you, and 
I do here stamp and engrave it upon 
your memory, and upon the memory 
of every one who reads these letters, 
so that they may have a perpetual 
test of the value of your judgment in 
all these supreme matters—I do here 
insistently remind you, my dear Wells, 
that in those closing months of 1917 
you were calling upon England, in the 
columns of our leading journals, to 
sacrifice and abandon everything that 
she had taken up arms to guard, and 
to make an infamous, ignoble, de- 
featist peace with Germany. I brought 
you to account then, as I am bringing 
you to account now, and as I shall 
continue to bring you to account, 
while you continue to backbite your 
country, and to fondle and intrigue 
with those who are seeking to drag 
it into revolution and anarchy. 

‘In those late months of-1917 you 
were perniciously intent upon stop- 
ping the war. Naturally, you haye a 
bad word for the British and French 
representatives who were intent upon 
urging Russia to carry it on. Had 
Russia been able to follow their coun- 
sels, she would probably have been 
spared the worst of her present miser- 
les. 

Let us touch upon another point. 
You speak with admiration of the 
genius of the ex-Pacifist Trotzky. Ex- 
pacifist! Yes, my dear Wells, if you 
will but follow the laws of action and 
reaction, you will find that pacifism 
and the proclamation of International 
Brotherhood inevitably call forth a re- 
sponse of militarism. You indicate 
some sympathetic admiration for the 
spirit and the equipment of the army 
which the, ex-Pacifist Trotzky has 
raised. They are to bé employed, 
among other things; in undermining 
the security of the British Empire. 
Of course you give them a passing nod 
of recognition. 

Zorin, another of the Bolshevist 
Communist leaders, engages your af- 
fection and admiration. He miet, you 
tell us, with brutal incivility when 
applying for a job as a packer in a 
big dry goods store In New York. He 
therefore set himself to wreck what 
remained of social order in Russia. It 
séems to be an ill-founded and insuffi- 
cient motive, something akin to the 
motive of the boy .who stoned a flock 
of goslings because some days before 
a@ gander had ‘pecked his leg. Doubt- 
less you will argue that in the urgent 
necessity to destroy our present civilli- 
zation the sins of the ganders in 
New York must be visited upon the 
goslings in Russia. 

But Zorin established a still stronger 
title | to your friendship and esteem. 
You did your best, you say, to find 
out from Zenovieff and Zorin what 
they thought they were doing at the 
Baku conference. You suppose they 
** had a vague idea of hitting back at 
the British Government.” Naturally, 
you declare you have a real friendship 
for Comrade.Zorin. Any man who 
hits at your own Government and 
your own country is a man whom you 
take to your heart, 

Throughout this third paper. you 
condemn and- expose the vicious 
Marxian principles upon which these 
men are governing Russia. But you 
will heartily and freely forgive them 
for all the consequent misery and 
starvation’ and ruin they have brought 
upon their country in consideration 
of their lofty determination to spread 


these same doctrines throughout. the 
British Empire, and bring your own 


tion and ruin.. That, I submit to you, 
my dear Wells, is a fair summary of 
your general political argument. _ It 


these papers of yours contain into the 
consistency of a sustained effort on 
your part to vilify your own country 
and te aid and extol the Russian revo- 
lutionists, who avowedly are seeking 
to break into pieces the British Hm- 
pire. é 

Unless you express a wish that I 
shall examine your third paper in 
greater detail.I shall conclude that 
you are satisfied with the remarks 
that I have already made upon it. 
I must not forget my promise to let 
you. off easily, so far as my stern 
sense of the duty I owe you will 


allow me. 

In my last letter I made another 
promise. I rashly said I would try 
to umravel the tangled relations of 
Marxian principles with your own 
political creed. This, I frankly con- 
fess, I am unable to do; for I can- 
not get 
knowledge of what your political 
creed is. I shall have to throw my- 
self upon your indulgence, and ask 
you to be kind enough to explain 
exactly what are its guiding princi- 
ples, and how you propose to apply 
them in a practigal, intelligible way to 
the present troubles and disorders of 
the world. 

You unreservedly condemn and 
ridicule the cardinal Marxian doc- 
trines. In this matter I congratulate 
you upon being in the company of 
thinkers of a higher cast than your 
usual associates and disciples. You 
tell us that although Marxian com- 
munism is stupidly, blindly wrong and 
*misthievous, yet you have an admira- 
tion and friendship, for the men who 
have imposed it upon the -Russian 
people to the infinite misery and im- 
poverishment of the land. Further, 
you obviously regard the British Em- 
pire 4s a monstrous imposture, and 
you ste in its prolonged existence the 
one great obstacle to the realization of 
your international theories and de- 
signs. 

But these are negative doctrines. I 
suppose you would call yourself a 
Socialist and a revolutionary. But, 
my dear Wells, there are so many dif- 
ferent sorts of Socialists, and so many 
different sorts of revolutionaries. Ap- 
parently, their only point of agree- 
ment is that the present social order 
must be destroyed, and a new civil- 
ization built upon principles utterly 
different from those which have 
hitherto regulated the conduct and 
actions of mankind. 

When I was a boy, there were vari- 
ous religious sects in the provincial 
town of some twenty thousand inhabi- 
tants where I lived. Their spiritual 
guides and elders disputed intermin- 
ably about the doctrines of justifica- 
tion, sanctification, predestination, 
and other vitally essential, but entirely 
obscure and transcendental, articles 
of faith. I remember that the Partic- 
ular Baptists, an extremely small and 
exclusive sect, prided themselves upon 
being God’s own elect. This enabled 
them to indulge in constant theological 
discussion, and occasional moral 
lapses. 

It seems that the varieties and 
vagaries of theological doctrine, which 
afforded so much opportunity for 
earnest debate to our grandfathers, 
are in this generation replaced by the 
varieties and vagaries of Socialist doc- 
trine. I was awed and impressed 
by the mysteries of justification and 
predestination. I could not understand 
them, and gave up all attempts to 
bring them into relation with the re- 
alitiés of the world in which I was 
living. I am not awed and not im- 
pressed by the varied and contradict- 
ory doctrines of socialism. But, equal- 
ly, I cannot bring them into relation 
with the realities of the world in which 
Iam living. They offer to me no bet- 
ter guidance in the conduct and regu-

RUSSIA IN THE SHADOW _

Summary of Russian Situation. 

In these five papers I have written 
in the first person and in a familiar 
style yuse te dia pot want the 
reader ‘lose sight for a moment of 
the shortness of our visit to Russia 
and of my personal limitations. Now, 
in conclusion, if the reader will have 
patience with me for a few final 
words, I would like in. less personal 
terms and very plainly to set down 
my main convictions about this Rus- 
sian situation. 

“They are very strong convictions, 
and they concern not merely Russia, 
but the whole present outlook of our 
civilization. They are merely one 
man's. opinion, but as I feel them 
strongly so I put them without weak- 
ening qualifications. 

. First, then, Russia, which was a 
modern civilization of the western 
type, least disciplined and most ram- 
shackle of all the great powers, is 
now a modern civilization in extremis. 
The direct cause of its downfall has 
been modern war leading to physical 
exhaustion. Only through that could 
the Bolsheviki have secured power. 
Nothing like this Russian downfall 
has ¢ver happened before. If it goes 
on for a year or so more the process 
of collapse will be complete. ; 

Nothing will be left of Russia but a 
country of peasants; the towns will be 
practically deserted and in ruins, the 
‘railways will be rusting in disuse. 
With the railways will go the last 
vestiges of any general Government. 
The peasants are absolutely illiterate 
and collectively stupid, capable of re- 
sisting interference, but incapable of 
comprehensive foresight and organiza- 
tion. They will become a sort of hu- 





man swamp in a -state of division, 











petty civil war and politieal squalor, 
with a famine whenever the harvests 
are bad; and they will be breéding 
epidemics for the rest of Europe. They 
will lapse toward Asia. 

The collapse of the civilized system 
in Russia into’ peasant barbarism 
means that Europe will be cut off for 
many years from all ‘the mineral 
wealth of Russia and from any supply 
of raw products from this area, from 
its corn, flax and the like. It is an 
open question whether the western 
powers can get along without these 
supplies. Their cessation certainly 
means a general impoverishment of 
Western Europe. 

Strength of the Bolsheviki, \ 

The only possible Government that 
can stave off such a final collapse of 
Russia now is the present Bolshevist 
Government, if it can -be assisted by 
America and the western powers. 


| There is. now no alternative to that 


Government possible. There are, of 
course, a multitude of antagonists, 
adventurers and the like ready, with 
European assistance, to attempt the 
overthrow of that Bolshevist Govern- 
ment, but there are no signs of any 
common purpose and moral unity 
capable of replacing it. 

And, moreover, there is no time now 
for another revolution in Russia. A 
year more of civil war will make the 
final sinking of Russia out of civili- 
zation inevitable. We have to make 
what we can, therefore, of. the Bol- 
shevist Government, whether we like 
it or not. 

The Bolshevist Government is inex- 
perienced and incapable to an extreme 
degree. It has had phages of violence 
and cruelty; but it is on the whole 
honest, And it ineludes a few in- 
dividuals of réal creative imagination 
and power, who may with opportunity. 
if their hands are strengthened, 
achieve great reconstructions. The 





Bolshevist. Government seems on thé 
whole to be trying to act up to its 
professions, which are still held by 
most of its supporters with a quite 
religfous passion. Given genherots 
help it may succeed in. establishing a 
new social order in Russta of quite 
civilized type. 
Bolshevist Principles. _ 

It will probably be a mitigated 
communism; with a large-scale hand- 
ling of transport, industry. and, later, 
agriculture. It is necessary that we 
should understand and respect. the 
professions and principles of the Bol- 
sheviki if we western peoples are to 
be of any effectual service to human- 
ity in Russia. Hitherto these prdo- 
fessions. and. principles have been 
ignored in the most extraordinary way 
by the western Governments. 

The Bolshevist Government is, and 
says it is, a Communist Government. 
And it means this, and will make this 
the standard of its conduct, - It has 
suppressed private ownership and pri- 
vate trade in Russia, not as an act 
of expediency, but as an act of right; 
and in all Russia there remain now 
ho commercial individuals and bodies 
with whom we can deal who will .re- 
spect the conventions and usages of 
western commercial life, The. Bol- 
shevist Government, we have to 
understand, has, by its nature, an in- 
vincible prejudice against individual 
business men; it will not treat them 
in a manner that they will consider 
fair and honorable; it will distrust 
them and, as-far as it can, put them 
at the completest disadvantage. 

It is hopéless ahd impossible, there- 
fore, for individual persons and firms 
to think of going into Russia to trade. 

There is only one being in Russia 
with. whom the western world can 
deal, and that is the. Bolshevist. Gov- 
ernment itself, and there is no way 
of dealing with that. one. being safely 


and effectually éxcept through some 
national, or, better, some international 
trust. This latter body, whieh might 
represent some single. power or group 
of powers, would be able.to deal with 
the Bolshevist Government ‘on: equal 
terms. 3 

It would have to recognize it and, 
in conjunction with it, to set about 
the now urgent task of the rhaterial 
restoration of civilized life in Buro- 
pean and Asiatic Russia. It should 
resemble in its general nature one of 
the big buying and controlling trusts 
that were so necéssary and effectual 
in ‘the Buropean States during ‘the 
great war. It should deal with its 
‘individual producers on the one hand 
and the Bolshevist Government would 
deal with its own population on the 
other. Such a trust could spéedily 
make itself indispensable to the Bol- 
shevist Government. 


Private Trading Impracticable.

The Rev. Dr. William f. Manning, 
rector of Trinity Church, is against the 
Puritan Sabbath. He expressed the 
opinion that the campaign for ‘‘ Blue 
Sundays ’’ served the cause of irrelig- 
ion far better than that of worship. 
The Puritan Sabbath, he pointed out, 
was never widely approved by the 
Christian Church, and it was in fact 
@ denial of the entire spirit of the New. 
Testament. Spare of build, the rector 
of Trinity gives no impression of as- 
céticism. . Life doés not appear to him 
to be inherently wicked. On the con- 
trary, he is on rather good terms with 
human nature and he refuses to believe 
that the simple pleasures of mankind 
all bear the imprint ‘‘ Made in Hell.’’ 
Said Dr. Manning: 

‘‘ Sunday, as we all know, is one of 
the foundations not only of religion but 
of civilized life itself. The principle 
of one day in seven set apart for rest 
has been one of the great factors in 
human progress. For a Christian the 
principle is that. Sunday is to be ob- 
served as the Lord’s Day, and there- 
fore worship must have its proper place. 
No Christian can consistently or with 
loyalty neglect worship on. the Lord’ 
Day. The Christian is to come near to 
God. on this day so that he may keep 
near to Him on all days. 

“But this does not in the least con- 
flict with indulgence in wholesome and 
imnocent recreation and pleasure on 
Sunday. ‘The Lord’s Day ought to be 
the happiest day of the week, not the 
dullest and the least to be looked for- 
ward to. My objections to the methods 
proposed by the representatives of the 
Lord’s Day Alliance are twofold: 

‘* First, such a method would be an 
unwarranted invasion of proper individ- 
ual fiverty. _ We have no right by law 
to attempt to compel ‘the observance of 
particular religious customs. It is right 
for the law to restrain needless business 
on Sunday so-as to secure for all Sun- 
day as a day of rest. As far as pos- 
sible the law should give to all a.day 
of freedom from ordinary occupations, 
a. day which they may devote to re- 
ligious observance if they -so- desire.

“Second, I object to any revival of 
the Puritan Sabbath, in the interest of 
Sunday observance and in the very name 
of religion itself. A great. deal of the 
present-day laxity is a reaction against 
the exaggerated severity of those times. 
The Puritan idea of Sunday was always | 
a mistaken one, and it never represented 
@ consensus of the opinion of the 
Church. It never represented more than 
the peculiar views of a relatively small 
class.of Christians. There is not a word 
4n the ‘New Testament which supports 


such an idea of the Sabbath. On Ahe |; 


contrary, our. Lord rebuked the Puri- 
tans of his day and told them. that the 
Sabbath was made for man, and not 
man for the Sabbath. While Puritans 
were most excellent people and had 


|many. great qualities, we do not honor 


them by perpetuating their, mistakes. 

‘*T consider that the Puritan idea of 
Sunday ‘has done untold harm to re- 
ligton, and its revival would be an un- 
measured calamity. It gives a wrong 
idea of religion. It pictures religion as- 
something out of accord«.with the joy 
and happiness of life. "We need_ today 
the message, ‘Behold, I bring to ‘you 
good tidings of. great joy.’ Th contrast, 
the whole idea of the Puritan ‘Sabbath 
puts: emphasis on restrictions and re- 
straint rather than on the principle of 
the guidance of the spirit.” 

Wachington’s Viewpoint.+ — 

While the crusaders are not expecting 
to accomplish much 6n:the initial drive 
in the coming session of Congress, it is 
the opinion ,of their lobby leaders in 
Washington that the movement may be- 
come strong enough to force Congress 
to enact some law for Sunday restric- 
tions in the District of Columbia. They 
hope for further reforms later. A ma- 
jority of the States, they say, have laws 
prohibiting the playing of baseball and 
theatrical performances on Sunday, and 
pressure exerted upon Congress by the 
local organizations, they prophesy, will 
compel support of the bill introduced in 
the Senate and House, with Senator 
Jones of Washington and Representa- 
tive Temple of’ Pennsylvania as. sponsors. 

After the propaganda has had its ef- 
fect in arousing a demand.-.for Sunday 
closing of theatres and.the ban on base- 
ball in the District of Columbia and the 
insular possessions, declare the cru- 
saders, then will come the’demand for 
a twentiethy amendment of the Consti- 
tution, including a code for Sunday and 
for divorces. 

It may be that the measures to close 
the amusements in Washington may not 
be seriously considered in the coming 
brief session because of the necessity for 
passing the appropriation bills before 
Yet there are indications 
that the legislation will finally succeed, 
at least .in p and when that -time 
comes the other uplift plans of the blue 
law people will be ready for exploita- 
tion. They admit that ‘“‘ many years” 
will pass .before the nation canbe ex- 
pected to accept the whole reform pro- 
gram. 

Foremost in the movement at Wash- 
ington appears Dr. E. C. Dinwiddie, 
who was the most active force as an 
officer of the Anti-Saloon League in the 
campaign for the Federal prohibition 
amendment.

Mr. Wilson presentéd. the situation to 
Congress in sucha light’ on March 5, 
1914, when this country faced a possible 


war with-Mexico, when Europe was in-} 


flamed with intrigues destined. to bring 
on the World War, that men of both 
political parties ignored their previous 
attitude on the subject and supported 
the President. The result was that the 
law which had exempted American ves- 
gels engaged in coastwise trade from 
tolls was repealed. 

With the war end and all nations 
again looking to theif own interests, 
and, in direct consequence of Senator 
Harding’s. campaign pledge, to recom- 
mend a repeal of the law which placed 
the vessels of all nations on a parity, 


the issue will. certainly be brought. up|: 


anew in the special session of Congress 
after March 4 next and perhaps in the 
coming regular session this month. 

Indications are that Senator Knox, 
who as Secretary of State advised that 
the Hay-Pauncefote Treaty did not pre- 
vent the United States from exempting 
coastwise trading vessels from these 
tolls, will lead the fight, along with 
Senator Borah, The line-up in defense 
of the United States’s rights under the 
treaty and law to regulate the tolls so 
long as all nationg. are treated alike 
will bring together virtually the sezne 
forces which, known as irreconcilables, 
have .opposed the ratification of the 
League of Nations. Even Senator 
Lodge, who originally. supported the 
contention of Presidents Roosevelt and 
Taft, but later supported President Wil- 
son, may be expected to adopt his orig- 
inal stand unless the reasons of State 
that influenced President Wilson’ in, 1914 
are disclosed to the Chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee and 
convince him of the wisdom of allowing 
the dispute to remain settled. 

In the-opinion of Republican leaders 
the Panama Canal tolls question, in- 
volving, as it will, a delicate and con- 
troversial issue with Great Britain, un- 
doubtedly will bécome the outstanding 
international problem in the early pe- 
riod of the Harding Administration.

the Senate in June, 1914, but which was 
so unanimously opposed that it was 
never brought to a vote. This treaty 
proposes to pay Colombia the. sum of 
$25,000,000. 

Points in Contentfon. 
There has been a very sincere differ- 
ence of opinion upon the .question of 
Panama Canal tolls. In August, 1912, 
Congress enacted a law providing for 
the future administration of the canal 
and the ten-mile zone through which the 
canal passes. One of the sections of 
that law gave free passage through the 
canal to the coastwise ships of the 
United States.

Great: Britain contended that it vio- 
lated the terms of the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty of 1901, the preamble of which 
deals with the consfruction of the canal 
under the auspices of the United: States, 
and states that it shall be done ‘‘ with- 
out impairing thé general principle es- 
tablished in Article VII. of that conven- 
tion (1850).’"

The Senate, how- 
ever, on Aug. 9 concurred. In the House 
the exemption clause obtained a ma- 
jority of nineteen, having been sup- 
ported by. leading ' members of both 
parties. In the Senate the free. toll pro- 
vision carried by a majority of thirty- 
three votes.. 
President Wilson's Plea. 


Before the law had actually gone into 
effect President ‘Wilson, reversing his 
party’s platform, appeared before Con- 
gress on March 6, 1914, and made an 
eloquent statement of the subject of 
free tolls. He said that he had formed 
the judgmient in his own mind that the 
British contention “was, the right one. 
But it was not this assertion which 
won the approval of Congress to ‘his 
way of thinking, but the yet unex- 
plained demand that he. required such 
action. so. that he might be free to deal 
with other questions of greater import, 

The significant sentences which made 
members of Congress: undo what they 
had done were these: 

“We ought to reverse our action 
without raising the quéstion whether 
we were right or wrong, and so once 
more deserve our reputation for gen- 
erosity and the redemption of every 
obligation ‘without quibble or hesita- 
tion. 

‘I ask this of you in support of the 
foreigh policy of the Administration. 
T shall not know how to deal with 
matters of even greater delicacy and 
nearer consequence if you do not grant 
it to me in ungrudging measure."’ 

Attention was turned from the sharp 
controversy over the. Panama Canal tolls 
by the sending of the fleet to Vera Cruz, 
and the ever-increasing seriousness of 
the Mexican situation undoubtedly. in- 
fludnced many~members to follow the 
President in his recommendations that 
the free toll clatise be repealed. While 
the Senate was debating the repeal bill 
on April 21 the news was received that 
Vera Cruz had been occupied. 

With Senator Root supporting the 
President in the Senate, the bill doing 
away with the exemption was finally 
passed in the Senate on June 11, 1914, 
by a vote of 50 to 85.

SE crime ‘wave so called seems to 
be exaggerated so far as New 


York County is concerned. There 


robberies during the first ten 
months of this year than there were 
during 1919, according to figures avail- 
able at the officeof the District At- 
topney. Furthermore, the tables on 
which these conclusions were based were 
not prepared by employes of the District 
Attorney. The figures were copted from 
the original books in which they were 
entered in the regular course of business, 
and the reckonings were made by the 
writer of this article. No one in the 
office of the District Attorney has seen 
the tables in this article, and no one 
knows of the conclusion which naturally 
results from them. -Nevertheless, so far 
as New York County is concerned, they 
indicate that, measured” by the events of 
last year, crime; instead of increasing, 
is actually waning. 

William Travers Jerome started some- 
thing when he was District Attorney. 
He ordered a clerk ‘to open an 
“ analysis book.’’) In it he entered the 
record of every crime for which an in- 
dictment or a complaint had been made. 
Month by month, -year by year, that 
book was kept up. Then, when the Dis- 
trict Attorney demanded suddenly to be 
told how many burglars had been pun- 
istied during a_given month, the infor- 
mation was instantly available. 

That “ analysis book,” continued by 
its own momentum, is-now almost the 
only source of general fact concerning 
erime in this-city. The story that it 
tells, furthermore, directly contradicts 
the impressions and the legends which 
most citizens and officials believe. An 
outline of that story is given below. 


Misapprehension Widespread.

Is the world in the midst of a crime 
wave?. Is New York a victim of this 
universal disturbance? [If no figures 
are available it is possible to answer 
these’ questions just as one pleases.

when he himself invites the interview. It is 
his purpose and desire to devote his attention 
very earnestly and very constantly to the 
business of the Government and the large 
questions of policy affecti the whole na- 
‘tion, and he knows from his experience as 
Governor of New Jersey (where it fell to him 
to make innumerable appointments) that the 
greater part both of his time and of his 
energy will be spent in personal interviews 
with candidates unless he sets an invariable 
rule in the matter: It is his intention to deal 
with appointments through the heads of sev- 
eral executive departments.

WESTERN MOTOR ROADS. 


motorists in the West has been 

compiled by Charles P. Root, 
Field Secretary of the Chicago Motor 
Club, who _recently completed a_ trip 
from Chicago to Los Angeles. Regarding 
conditions in the Middle West, where 
the roads have had an enviable reputa- 
tion for some time. Mr. Root says: 

**Tilinois roads are not so bad when 
dry but rather unpleasant following a 
rain. Still it would be possible to drive 
through Illinois from Chicago even after 
a fairly heavy downpour. . This is not 
true of the roads in Iowa, Nebraska, 
New Mexico and Arizona; nor of that 
part of California from Needles to Vic- 
torville; across the desert. 

**Iowa has well-dragged dirt roads; 
they are kept in fair condition and 
dragged after rains. They are better 
than much of the [Illinois highway 
system, however. But while they. are 
goog when dry they are almost impas- 
sable immediately after a rain. A day's 
delay, however, is about the Jongest 
period after ‘a downpour. ; 

** Nebraska is simiilar. Gumbo has no 
bottom after a hard rain, but when dry 
and the drags have been over the O. L. 
D. route—which is the State highway 
for the greater part of the stretch across 
the State—there is left a level road

** Labor is-improving in efficiency and 
wilt continue to improve, although wage 
scales, as a general rule, will not recede 
from their present level Zor some years 
to come. Lumber manufacturers, like 
all other producers today, are running

‘| ftig, which ts to odoupy the site of the 


old ‘American Bank Note Company 
Building on Trinity Place, north of Rec- 
tor Street, afid extending through the 
block to Greenwich Street. 

The site, which contains about 26,000 
square feet of- ground space, was pur- 
Cidsed about & year ago for $1,000,000, 
and the new. stricturé. which will oc- 
copy a portion df the plot will cost 
about $1,300,000, according to the esti- 
mate of the architects, Starrett & Van 
Vieck, 

The building, which is to be construct- 
ed by Thompson-Starrett’ Company and 
financed by the New York Title and 
Mortgage Cempany, will be a three- 
story structure of simple classic: design, 
with exterior of light gray brick; Hme- 
stone base and copper cornices. 

A main entrance will be provided from 
Trinity. Place, giving direct access to 
the large Board Room; auxiliary. en- 
trances will also be located on, Green- 
wich Street leading to the basement, 
where ‘there will be a large restaurant 
and cafeteria lunchroom, as well as 
Cloakroom accommodations for members 
and employes. 

The main Board Room will eccupy the 
entire sécond-fioor level, and will be ap- 
proximately 64 feet wide by 92 feet 
long, with a clear height from floor to 
ceiling of nearly 65 feet. 

This will be lined for a height of 16 
eet with a Bottocino’ marble wain- 

ot, carried around the. entire rooni,. 
above which high Corinthian pflasters 
carrying the main cornice will frame a 
series of large arched ‘windows looking

At either end of Board Room isa
